The 
signage of the invention renders signs, such as stop signs or caution signs, positioned on 
vehicles such as police cars, fire trucks, ambulances, visible over great distances. The 
signage also illuminates specific indicia for combating or countering terrorism. 
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Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that this Petition to Make Special be granted 
and the application undergo accelerated examination.
